SALIENT PLANKS OF PLATFORM 


The plank oa the !e&xu» of nations s«y«: 
Tea foreisa policy of the administration has been founded upon no principle and directed by no detinue 


conception; of our nation's rights and obligations. It has been humiliating 10 American and irritating to other 
nations, with the result that alter a period of unexampled sacrifice, our motives are suspected, our moral 
influence impaired, and our government stand* discredited and friendless amoss the nations of the world. 


"W* favor a liberal and generous foreign policy founded upon definite moral and political principles. 


characterized by a clear understanding of, and firm adherence to. our own rights and unfailing respect for 
the rights of other*. "We should afford full and adequate protection to the life, liberty and protection of 
property and all international rights of. every American citizen, and should require a proper respect for the 
American 3ay; but ire- «hould b» equally careful to manifest a just regard for the rights of other nations. 
A scrupulous observance of our international •nfaa-ements wh«n lawfully assumed is essential to our own 
honor and self- respect, and the self-respect of other nation*. Subject to a due regard for our international 
obligations, we should 'leave oar country free to develop ita civilization along the lines most conducive to 
th» happiness and welfare of the people, and to cast its Influence on the side of justice and right should 
occasion require. 
Mandate of Armenia. 


We condemn President "Wilson for asking congress to empower him to accept a mandate over Armenia. 


Tha acceptance of auch mandate would throw the Cnted' States into the very maelstrom of European quar- 
relSL According to the estimate of the Harbord commission, organized by the authority of President Wilson, 
ire would b» called upon to send 59.000 American boys to police Armenia and to expend $275.000.000 In 
the first year and $755.000.000 In five years. This estimation is made upon the basis that we would have only 
-roving bands to 3ght, but in case of serious trouble with the Turks or with Russia, a force exceeding 200.000 
would b» necessary. 


Xo more striking illustraton can be. found of President Wilson's disregard of the lives of American men 


or American interests. 


We deeply sympathize with, the people of Armenia and stand ready to help them in all proper ways, but 


the Republican party will oppose now and hereafter the acceptance of a mandate for any country in Europe 
or A«J». 


The Republican party stands for agreement among the nations to preserve the peace of the world. We 


believe that such an international association must be based upon international justice and must provide meth- 
ods which shall maintain the rule of public right by development of law and the decisions of impartial courts 
and which shall secure instant and general international approval whenever peace shall be threatened by op- 
liticai action, so that the nations pledged to do and insist upon what is just and fair, may exercise their influ- 
ence and power for the prevention of war. 
We believe that all th:s can be done without the compromise 


of national independence, without deriving the people of the United States In advance of the right to determ- 
ine for themselves what is just and fair, when the occasion rises, and without involving them as participants 
and not as peace makers in a multitude of quarrels, the merits of which they are unable to judge. 


•The covenant, signed by the President at Paris, failed signally to accomplish this purpose, and contained 


stipulations not only intolerable for an independent people, but certain to produce injustice, hostility and con- 
troversy among nations, which it proposed to prevent. 


The covenant repudiated to a degree wholly unnecessary and unjusufable the time-honored policy in 


favor of peace declared by Washington, Jefferson and Monroe and pursued by all American administrators 


" for more than a.century. and it ignored the universal sentiments of America for generations past in favor ot 


international law and arbitration, and it rested the hope of the future upon mere expediency and negotiations. 


The unfortunate insistence of the President upon having his own way without any change and without any 


regard to the opinion o~ tW itwOvOy of the senate, which shares with him in the treaty-making power, and 
the President's demand that the treaty should be ratified without any modification, created a situation in 
v.-hich senators were required to vote upon their consciences and their oaths, according to their judgment 
on the treaty as it was presented, or submit to the commands of a dictator in a manner where the authority 
under the constitution was theirs and not his. 


The senators performed their duty faithfully." We approve their conduct and honor, their courage and 


adeiity. and \\e pledge the coming Republican administration to such agreement with other nations of the 
world"as shall meet the full duty of America to civilization and humanity in accordance with American 
Weals and without surrendering the right of the American-people to exercise its judgment and its power in 
favor of justice and peace. Pointing"to its history and relying upon its fundamental principles, we declare 
that the Republican parry has the generous courage and constructive ability to end executive usurpation and 
restore constitutional government: to fullnll our world obligations without sacrificing our national inde- 
pendence: to raise the national standard of education, health and general welfare: to reestablish a peace-time 
administration, and to substitute economy and efficiency for extravagance and chaos; to restore and maintain 
the national credit: to reform unequalled and burdensome taxes; to free business from arbitrary and unneces- 
sarv official control; to suppress disloyalty without denial of justice; to repeal the arrogant challenge of any 
class: and to maintain a government of all the people as contrasted with government for some of the people, 
ana finaliy to ally unrest, suspicion and strife, and to secure the cooperation and unity of all citizens in the 
solution of tee complex problems of the day. to the end that our country, happy and prosperous, proud ot 
its past, sure of itself, and its institutions, may look forward with confidence to the future- 


The High Cost of Living. 


The prune cause of the "high cost of living",bas been, first and foremost, 3. 50 percent depreciation in 


the purchasing value of the dollar, due to a. gross expansion of our currency and credit. Reduced produc- 
tion, burdensome tasatibn. swollen profits, and the increasing demand for goods arising from a fictitious bur 
enlarged buying po-\ er, have been contributing causes in a greater or less degree. 


We condemn the unsound policies of the Democratic administration, which have brought these things to 


pass, and their attempts to impute the consequences to minor and secondary causes. Much of the injury 
wrought is irreparable. There is no shore way out, and we decline to deceive the people with vain promises 
or quack remedies. But as the political party that throughout its history has stood for hones; money and 
sound finaace. we pledge ourselves to honest and consistent attacks upon the high cost of living by rigorous 
avoidance of further inflation in our government borrowing, by courageous and intelligent deflation of over 
exoended credit an-J currency, by encouragement of heightened production of goods and services, by preven- 
tion of unreasonable proSts. by exercise of public economy and simulation of private thrift, and by revision 
•j" war-imyese'l taxes unsaited to peace-time economy. 


Profiteering. 


We condemn the Democratic administration for lailcre impartially to enforce the anti-profiteering laws 


enacted by tie Republican congress. 


Railroads. 


We are opposed to government ownership and operation or employe operation of the railroads. In view 


o" th» condition prevailing in the country, the expenditures of the last two years and the conclusions which 
mav be thoroughly drawn from an observance of the transportation systems of other countries, it is clear that 
adequate transportation service both for the present and future can be fum.shed more certainly, ecoaomicaliy 
-*-d *»*Ecfent:v through private ownership ana operation under proper regulation and control. 


There should be no speculative pronts la rendering the service of irar-sportation- 
We endorse the transportation act of 1320. enacted by the Republican congress, as a most conservatice leg- 


islative achievement.

Convention Waits Impatiently During Day For 


It* Presentation; Spends Much Time in 


Cheering and Singing Songs 


Coliseum, Chicago, June 10. — The Bepubhean platform was 


finally brought before the convention here soon after 6 o'clock to- 
night. After hours of labor by committees and sub-committees, and 
long periods of waiting on the part of the impatient delegates, it was 
presented by Senator "Watson of Indiana, chairman of the resolutions 
committee. 


The treaty plank put the Republicans on record for "agreement 


among the nations to preserve the peace of the world,""' and declared 
the covenant for the league ''signally failed" to accomplish peace. 


The treaty plank further declared that the league covenant "re- 


pudiated to a degree wholly unnecessary and unjustifiable" the poli- 
cies of Washington and Monroe. 


The unfortunate insistence of the President upon having his own 


way without any change, the plank declared, required senators to 
vote their own judgment "or submit to the commands of a dictator." 


Agreement Adopted by Convention.

session this afternoon, an "agreement
